( 3 ) Copies of the follo^ring items among the material received 
by the Commission from the Government Printing Office 
aifter the publication of the Hearings of the Commission: 

(a) An electrostatic copy of the handbill in CE l4l2. 

(b) Two prints of a photograph of one original handbill 
which were published as part of CE l4l2 and as 

CE 2966 A. The original handbill is in the files of 
the Commission as CE 2966 A. The rnme and address of 
Lee Harvey Oswald, the handTOitten initials, and the 
date, which appear in the print of the photograph 
published in CE 2966 A, are covered with white coloring 
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matter in the print of the photograph published in 
CS 1412. Tlie address, initials, and date can be 
seen through the coloring matter by the use of a 
light box and magnifying glass. The page number
